It’s About Time To 


From September onward in 
the north is the time to plant 


go in first, then hyecinths and 
the little bulbs. Tulips can be 
planted then or later, October 
on into November — even as late 
as the holés can be dug for them. 
In warmer climates, keep bulbs 
in the refrigerator until Decem- 
ber, then plant. 

Spring-flowering bulbs ar¢ so 
beautiful and so easy to raise 
that with a little care a long 
season of bloom is practically 
assured. Daffodils, narcissus, and 
jonquils, alone, can be planned 
to spread over many weeks. If 
one begins with snowdrops, the 
first harbingers of spring, and 
ends with the handsome Darwin 
and Breeder tulips, the bulb- 
flowetNing season will stretch 
from February into May with 
a constant unfoldment of loveli- 
ness. 

Following the snowdrops are 
the winter aconite, crocus, and 
chiondoxa. Then come scillas and 
grape . hyacinths. Daffodils are 
going on at the same time, and 
the quaint species tulips, Kauf- 
manniera and fosteriana. 

By then, the colorful tulip 
parade starts, with the early 
singles and doubles, and on into 
the parrot and: cottage and late 
doubles, ending with the Darwin 
and Breeder. 


If you add some of the other 
“lesser” bulbs like Scilla cam- 
panulta (wood hyacinth) and 
Dutch iris, you have an exciting 
display — all for planting bulbs 
in the autumn, 

It is better to get a few first- 
rate bulbs than many _ second- 


say, 50 daffodils on the edge of 
the woodland for naturalizing, 
it is best to buy good bulbs. 
some dealers sell them for natur- 
alizing at quantity rates, speci- 
fying that they are top-quality 


Good root development in 
autumn is important. Success 
calls for loose soil that the 
roots can penetrate, plus enough 
moisture. If the ground is dry, 
soak it well before digging. Dig 
deeply, then 
smooth it over and place the 
bulbs where you are going to 
plant them. The bulbs are plant- 
ed pointed end up. 

If the soil is clayey a soil 
conditioner should be added. For 
the first-year blooms the flowers 
already are formed in the bulbs, 
so fertilizer is not essential, al- 
thought enriched soil is always a 

idea. After blooming they 
should be fed so they can build 
up for the next season. Good 
d@rainage is important. 

Some shade also is important 
during the summer after they 
have bloomed, 

How deep to plant each kind 
and how far apart depends to an 
extent on the size of the bulb, 
also on the soil. Late planting 


When you plant tulips, daffo- 
dils, or hyacinths in a perennial 
border, plan groupings by color, 
advises The Bulb Growers of 
Holland. Keep the surrounding 
plants in mind in ordering, and 
get complementary shades. Plant 
five or six of one variety in 
a small border, a few dozen in 
a large border. A mass of one 
color is more dramatic than a 
spotty mixture. 

And don't forget the “lesser” 
bulbs. Grape hyacinth, crocus, 
chiondoxa, scilla, and the species 
tulips and tiny fragrant jonquils 
and narcissus are too exquisite to 
miss. You will be glad next 
spring that you added them.

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Women’s Opinions On 
Modern Packaging 


If you ever have had to keep 
peace at the breakfast table by 
searching around in the cereal 
carton for a plastic premium, 
or if you ever have thrown the 
frozen food wrapper away only 
to discover that cooking  in- 
structions were on it, or if you 
ever have tried to select the 
charmed thread that unlocks 
the sugar or flour bag—unsuc- 
cessfully — the packaging in- 
dustry wants to know you 
better. 


‘Already, the industry — has 
found out a lot about people 
and packaging through: a recent 
survey in Ghicago, Seattle, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, and Kokomo, Ind. 

If some of the findings seem 
obvious, they also must be seen 
as matters of important routine 
that too many may be taking too 
much for granted. 

The study — sponsored by 
Chicago Printed String Company 
which, as a manufacturer of 
package — opening tapes and 
strings has a special interest in 
packaging . problems — shows 
housewives complaining most 
about packages that are difficult 
to open, those that require use 
of instruments in opening, that 
tip or will not fit on shelves, 
those that cannot be reclosed 
properly, that give incomplete, 
inaccurate, or obscure directions, 
and those that do. not stay neat 
looking. 

The housewives most like 
packages with spouts and pull 
tapes; plastic containers and 
jars that can be reused easily; 
cereals and other packages with 
reclosable tops. 


The women feel packaging has 
improved in the past 10 years, 
but 40 per cent of those survey- 
ed (300 wives and husbands in 
total) contend that the nation is 
overpackaged. 

There is a strong but defini- 
tely. minority sentiment that 
yearns for the old pickle barrel 
manner of merchandising. 

Sixty-one per cent of the 
survey respondents appealed 
for rip-tape-type openers which 
allow a pull of a string to open 
a container. " 

Consumers like spuots on 
packages—if. the spouts are 
sturdy and won't fall inside the 
packages when pushed—bona 
fide perforations which “give” 
when punched, cellophane tape 
and adhesive tape and other 
simple package openers. 

Complained one 
“If you are a married woman 
and your husband comes homes 
at night and says: ‘What did 
you do all day?’ and all you 


can say is ‘I opened the sugar. 


bag,’ this is hardly stimulating 


conversation for the dinner 

table.” : 
What about prepackaging 

foods, meats especially? Most 


consumers lke the convenience 
and santiary aspects of pre- 
packaging, but they do not al- 


ways feel they get as good

“In prepackaged meats they 
always have the nice side up 
ana you can never turn it 


over,’ one woman commented, 
writes Robert Colby Nelson in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 

One major complaint concern- 
ing prepackaging has to do with 
the need for rewrapping - such 
items. Nearly half the consum- 
ers said they have to “rewrap 
many such items, and of those, 
83 per cent said they do not like 
to do it. 

As for coupons and premiums 
on packages,

Resentment is greater when 
the premium included is some- 
thing that the consumer has no 
particular need or desire for but 
must accept because she wants 
to buy that particular brand. 


Others feel that if a manufac- 
turer can offer a cost-cutting 
coupon, provide a “bargain” 
offer, or give a worthwhile free 
item, then that same manufac- 
utrer should be able to lower 
the price of the product. 


Complaints or not, 75 per cent 
of the ‘consumers questioned 
admitted having at one time 
purchased an item because of 
the premium offer involved.

Then they aie § 
the papers and the mail, whi 
usually came up with thé first 
round of toasted muffins. After 
that they took a walk through 
a park or Hollywell Street or 
into Portland Place to see the 
Horse Guards. Returning to the 
Langham they mixed afternoon 
talk with music, Mark Twain 
singing jubilee songs oF “Ben 
Bowline”’ to his own, piano ac- 
companiment. Sometime dur- 
ing the \day Stoddard brought 
the scrapbook up to date, scan- 
ning a dozen papers for notices 
thet he carefully clipped and 
pasted in with such loving care 

After dinner they donned eve- 
ning dress, and at 7:30 arrived 
at the anteroom in Hanover 
Square. For the next half hour 
Stoddard stood at the window 
counting carriages, while Mark 
Twain strode about the room 
with such «restless impatience 
that Dolby sometimes had -to 
calm him down. At eight.pre- 
cisely Stoddard escorted the 
speaker to the foot of the steps 
leading to the stage, then retired 
to the royal: box! 

Mark Twain's first action was 
to walk to the footiights, look 
over the house, and rub his hands 
like Lady MacBeth. Stoddard no- 
ted the extreme deliberation of 
speech and the varying effect of 
jokes: a pleasantry that brought 
down the house one night caused 


only a mild ripple , another. 
Laughter was sometimes hearty 
and spontaneous, sometimes 


sporadic, sometimes an isolated 
outburst that gradually spread 
over the whole audience. Once 
fog, laden with soot, seeped in 
to becloud the auditorium in 
such hazy gloom that Mark 
Twain, a shadowy figure haloed 
by misty light, reassured his 
listeners: “Perhaps you can’t see 
me, but I'm here.”

this crisis? Mr. Damon’s first 
trip round was entirely in low 
gear, two hours without stop- 
ping, “when the machine sud- 
denly collapsed” at this tough 
treatment.

ple who constantly handle them. 

Years later. they may develop 
skin cancer or suffer from ob- 
scure nervous disorders. Users 
of one class of insecticide intro- 
duced fifteen years ago are now 
going temporarily mad. “A” few 
have died. 

The “organophosphorus” in- 
secticides, or organic phosphates, 
used to spray fruit trees and 
greenhouse plants, are the dead- 
ly agents. They are applied to 
the leaves and branches before 
the fruit appears. 

They destroy insects by put- 
ting their nerves out of action. 
They are not swallowed, but 
absorbed through the _ softer 
parts of the insects’ skin and 
through their breathing-holes, 
They also readily penetrate the 
human skin, 

A minute quantity may be 
enough to kill an insect. The 
same amount has no noticeable 
effect on man, but repeated 
doses mount up and may reach 
dangerous levels after some 
months of constant handling or 
splashing. 

A year or more may pass be- 
fore a man is known to be poi- 
soned by his own insecticide. 

* * * 


One worker began handling 
these poisons in 1956, without 
wearing protective clothing or 
gloves, as advised by the manu- 
facturers. 

After one year he complained 
of nausea and pains in the chest, 
but this was attributed to indi- 
gestion. in 1959 he suffered 
from cramp in the limbs and his 
sight was affected. 

In 1960 he was admitted to 
hospital with severe migraine 
and general mental disturbance. 

He suffered from insomnia, 
irritability and a feeling of anx- 
iety, and strange ideas began to 
enter his head. They took the 
form of religious mania, and he 
thought he was urgently needed 
in Rome to replace thé Pope. 

Nothing could be done for him. 
He was sent home and began 
to lose his memory. He mis- 
placed his feet when trying to 
walk and failed to focus his eyes 
properly when looking at any- 
thing. He found himself doing 
peculiar things. 

This man gradually recover- 
ed, and a study of his and other 
cases showed how the poison 
works in the human body, It 
affects the central nervous Sys- 
tem, causing damage that can be 
permanent if it is not checked

The phosphorus atoms are re- 
sponsible. 

Phosphorus is essential to hu- 
man life. It is an important 
constitutent of bone and we take 
inorganic phosphates as nerve 
tonics. 

But the phosphorus in the in- 
gecticides is not available for the 
body's use and there is far too 
little of it to cause ordinary 
“phosphorus poisonin gr Tt 
works in a far more dangerous 
way. The body's private “tele- 
graph,” that controls the beating 
of the heart and other vital 
motions, and that enables us to 
“vive orders” to our limbs when 
we Wish to move, is the nervous 
system 

Here and there, but especially 
in the spinal cord, there are au- 
tomatic switchboards. The 
phosphorus insecticides jam 
these, so that some messages 
fai} to get through. 

Experiments with animals 
have proved this by producing 
paralysis in the legs of dogs and 


hens, and shows how dangerous, 


these insecticides can . be on 
farms where livestock is kept. 
These poisons work in the same 


way as the deadly “nerve gases” - 
developed—-but fortunately neve 


er used—for chemical warfare.

The patients fall into two main 
classes-—depressives and schizo- 
phrenics.

behave like two different people. 

A man of thirty was poisoned 
by an insecticide spray and 
shortly afterwards became con- 
vinced that some of his col- 
leagues intended to shoot him. 
When alone he heard “voices” 
discussing it. 

He switched on the radio and 
imagined he heard the announ- 
cer talking about it! 

His behaviour became 80 
strange that people in the street 
stared at him, and this convinced 
him that he was a marked man. 
He became terrified and was 
eventually admitted to a mental 
hospital. , * * 


Paranoid schizophrenia was 
diagnosed, and after a course of 
treatment he was dischargéd as 
apparently well. His recovery 
was due to the slow elimination 
of the poison from his body. 

Altogether about sixteen cases 
of insecticide poisoning have 
been intensively studied, In 
seven of them the first diagnosis 
“was made by psychiatrists. There 
were three scientific officers 
studying insect sprays, eight 
workers in greenhouses and five 
farm workers.

A third of them showed tend- 
‘ency to split personality and the 
others suffered from severe de- 
pression or were liable to lose 
consciousness at odd times.

They are busy 
devising super-insecticides that

Expensive Way 
Of Catching Mice

and a beaten path to your door? 
Well, he was wrong. 

Who says 80? 

Paul Zinkann of Akron, Ohio, 
says so, What’s more, he has 
4,000 . better mousetraps and 
$60,000 worth of red ink to 
prove it. 

As president and sole owner 
of the Pioneer Tool & Die Co., 
Zinkann was first ensnared four 
years ago when he signed a con- 
tract with a Cleveland firm call- 
ed the Self Sett Mouse Trap Co, 
to manufacture a Rube Gold- 
berg-style device which leads 
mice through a complicated one- 
way maze, up a tiny ladder, 
eventually dropping them into 
a water tank to drown. Under 
the arrangement, each would 
put up half the cost of making 
the 1%-foot-long baited steel 
traps. "

worked fine; but at $29.95 each, 
there were few takers. Three 
years and $60,000 later, Self 
Sett went bankrupt, and Zin-

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He Spent Ten Weeks 
In Purgatory! = - 


For very good reasons of their 
own, early explorers of Alaska 
ave to the spot where Birch 
reek enters the Yukon River 
the name Purgatory. 

“But for William C. Waters it 
was the spot, or so he thought, 
that would make all the difter- 
ence between survival and 
death. For ten desperate weeks, 
alone and lost in the sub-Arctic 
wilds, he tried to find it. Last 
week, after his rescue—and aft- 
er he had lost 78 of his normal 
180 pounds—-Bill Waters could 
manage a feeble joke: “The 
trouble was I was going through 
hell to get to Purgatory. I was 
going, backwa rd.” 

Authorities at Fairbanks had 
long since decided that Waters: 
must be dead. His abandoned 
ear had been found in late June 
on the Steese Highway close to 
its northern end at Circle, 120 
miles from Fairbanks. On the 
front seat was a booklet, “How 
to Camp’ Out.” A month later, 
on July 21, a coroner’s jury was 
summoned to make a finding of 
presumptive death. But the 
jurors thought there might just 
be a chance — however slim — 
that Waters was still alive. They 
declined to authorize a death 
certificate. 

The jurors were right. At the 
very moment of their delibera- 
tions, Bill Waters was working 
his painful way along the edge 
of Birch Creek. He had already 
lived for five weeks on berries 
and rose hips (the fruit of the 
wild rose). He was to live on 


.the same diet for another five 


weeks befcre rescue came. 

He had planned it as the vaca- 
tion of his life—'I always want- 
ed to see that Alcan Highway.” 
So Waters, a 42-year-old bach- 
elor from Erlanger, Ky., who 
works as a railway mail clerk 


- on the Cincinnati to Chattanooga 


run, set out in early June for 
Alaska. He made Fairbanks 
with no trouble, then pushed on 
along the Steese Highway for 
Circle, the northernmost point 
of the U.S. highway system. 
.A few miles trom Circle, he 
knew, wds Big Lake, where he 
had heard there was good fish- 
ing. “He left his car, and_ his 
“Hew to Camp Out”. booklet, 
and hiked off over a_ trail 
muskeg for Big 
Iiake. He had a fishing rod, a 
tuckle box, a machete, a hunting 
knife, end eleven matches. At 
Big Lake, he caught a pike. 
Then, }ecause the marshy trail 
had made rough walking, he de- 
cided to try a different way 
back. “I didn’t have a map,” he 
sighed later. “That was the 
stupidity of it.” 

He never did find his way 
back. All he could do was fol- 
low Birch Creek, which he fig- 
ured would run into the Yukon 
and then to civilization. But 
Birch Creek runs parallel to the 


Yukon for a good 100 miles be- 


fore the two join. And Bill 
Waters, day after day, pushed 
through the thick growths of 
willows on the banks of Birch 
Creek. At one point, he tried to 
build a raft, but gave up. His 


this morning. She's such a 
re fossip!” 
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feet became so swollen he could 
hardly walk. He lost track of 
time. “I couldn’t believe it 
when they told me 1 had been 
gone more than two months.” 

Two hunters, a man and wo- 
man from Fairbanks, found him. 
Maddeningly. Waters had -been 
unable to attract their attention 
the first time their outboard 
motorboat went past. His swol- 
len feet wouldn't carry him to 
within shouting distance — and 
he couldn't shout very loudly, 
either. But now he stayed by 
the bank. Twenty-four hours 
later, the boat came past again 
and this time the gaunt, beard- 
ed figure was sighted. 

From his bed in a Fairbanks 
hospital, where doctors said he 
would recover, Waters couldn't 
believe he had been saved. “I 
didn't think anyone would look 
for me,” he said. “I’m just a 
postal clerk.” — From NEWS- 
WEEK

They chose Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
cin Reczniarek, who, with their 
three children, had lived almost 
twenty years in refugee camps, 
with little chance of leaving be- 
cause Mr. Reczniqrek had con- 
tracted tuberculosis.

Only Wind Your Car 
Every Three Miles! 


Thumbing through the instruc- 
tion manual of my new car 
makes me nostalgic. The new car 


smell brings back old’ times. 1 - 


look again at the first volume of 
“The Horseless Age,” 1895-6. It 
opens with a full page adver- 
tisement of “Daimler Motor 
Conmypany'’s factory and offices, 
Steinway, Long Island City, N.Y., 
where the celebrated Daimler 
Motors, operated by either Gas, 
Gasoline or Kerosene are manu- 
factured.” 

Picture captions announced 
that “The Daimler motor carri- 
ages were awarded the follow- 
ing prizes,. grand prize 5,000 
franes at Paris, July 1994: a gold 
medal and first prize at Turin, 
May, 1895; 3 first prizes of 40,- 
000 francs, as well as the second, 
third, and fourth prizes at Paris, 
June, 1895.” Below: “The Daim- 


_lér Motor is the most powerful 


and compact as well as reliable 
Engine now on the Market.” 


The magazine began as & 
monthly “published in the inter- 
ests of the motor vehicle indus- 
try,” subscription two dollars; 
single copies 25 cents. Its open- 
ing editorial says some may 
think such a magazine prema- 
ture but it argues that “a giant 
industry is struggling into be- 
ing.” 

Gottfried Daimler of Cann- 
statt, Germany, it notes a little 
later, started things off when 
in 1888 he invented a “new pe- 
troleum motor.” 

Issue No. 1 is chiefly a com- 
pilation of all sorts of self-pro- 
pelled machines — gasoline, 
kerosene, steam, and even the 
“spring motor quadricycle,” 
showing a sedate and full-beard- 
ded gentleman at the tiller of a 
machine where “four powerful 
springs furnish the propelling 
force.” These are said to “make 
rapid headway on a level road” 
though it is agreed that “the 
springs are scarcely strong 
enough to make a long run on 
one winding.” The owner “hopes 
to be able to run it at 20 miles 
an hour and cover three miles 
on one winding.” 


A traffic-stopper if ever we 
saw one, turn that driver loose 
down Broadway in his quadri- 
cycle! 

Early issues of the magazine 
show nervousness over nomen- 
clature: what should they call 
the new machine? “Horseless 
carriage” didn’t seem quite 
right; readers should please coin 
expressions and write in, 

The January, 1896, issue an- 
nounced that Barnum and Bail- 
ey’s “Greatest Show on Earth” 
is to exhibit “a Duryea motor 
wagon through the country next 
season.” 

In the motor carriage races at 
Narragansett Park, Providence, 
Sept. 7,°1896, the electric carri- 
ages won, writes Richard L. 
Strout in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

‘The January 1897, editorial 
quotes Marcel Desprez, member 
of the French Institute, before 
the Automobile Club of France: 
“The learned gentleman is haunt- 
ed by the fear that if this fuel 
comes into general use for ve- 
hicle propulsion we shall sooner 
or later be brought face to face 
with an oil famine, because only 
§,000,000 tons of oil are annu- 
ally taken from the eatth while 
400,000,000 tons of coal are an- 
‘nually mined.” 

April 5, 1899 — “The proposed 
bill to license motormen in this 
_country is an imitative measure 
from French precedents. It is 
false to our institution, detrimen- 
tal to the citizen whose freedom 
it curtails, an impediment to a 
most promising industry.” 

Motorists keeping up with lat- 
est developments found what 
they wanted in the Oct. 11, 1899, 
issue — “The Pneumatic Cushion 
Spring Controversy" — and 
again on Oct. 25, 1899 — “The 


Equine Mind Analyzed.) 
One disadvantage of the gas 
motor, the editors noted in 1902, 


was that it wasn't self-starting © 


while steam and electricity were. 
And steam was noiseless too, 
they pointed out, except when 
it blew up.

Master Horsemen 
And Black Tents 


Certainly évery visitor to Jor- 
dan should try to make contact 
with one of the great Bedouin 
tribes. The dwellers in the black 
tents of the Bedouins are the 
last of the truly nomadic people 
of the Near East who still have 
a large population. 


The tents of the Bedouins may- 


be seen not far from Amman. 
If one takes the car to Madaba, 
a distance of only twenty miles, 
one can see the beginning of 
the huge stretch of territory 
from two to three hundred miles 
in length and stretching across 
the border into Saudi Arabia 


The main Bedouin tribes of 
Jordan each have their own 
tract of and, sometimes vast, 
along wihich they trek accord- 
ing to the season and in pursu- 
ance’ of their agriculture. Their 
agriculture is the agriculture of 
nomads concerning itself mainly 
with their large herds of camels, 
goats and. sheep. These days, 
however, the Bedouins do grow 
a certain amount of barley and 
there is no doubt that there is 
a tendency for the Bedouins, in 
time and after a fairly lengthy 
transitional period, to become 
non-nomadic farmers 

In order to achieve this, very 
much greater progress will have 
to be made in the irrigation of 
the desert areas. I myself visit- 
ed the Bedouins in the desert 
and found them a hospitable and 
dignified people. The black tents 
which are made from coarse 
sheepskins and wool, although 
they look ramshackle, are in fact 
a wonderful protection agaist 
those enemies of the desert, the 
sun, the wind and-the rain. The 
flaps of the tents can be open- 
ed or closed at will and even 
in the coldest or the hottest wea- 
ther a fairly temperate tempera- 
ture can be secured within the 
tent. Many of the Bedouins are 
quite fair and. a certain number 
of them can speak a little 
French or English. The Bedouins 
have their own laws admuinis- 
tered through their Sheiks. 


The day of the Bedouin starts 
early and closes when the sun 
goes down. The life they lead is 
an uncomplicated and a com- 
pletely natural one and the sim- 
plification of life leads to the 
acceptance of a code of honour 
and morals the like of which is 
not often seen in so-called civil- 
ized society these days. The Be- 
douins are not easily approached 


by foreigners, particulafly for-~ 


eign ‘Visitors, but this can be 
achieved if a certain a4mount of 
tact is exercised in approaching 
them.

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Protective Masks 
Can Be Dangerous 


‘Halfway through the bruising 
pro football game between the 
New York Titans and Houston 
Oilers last October, Howard 
Glenn, a 245-pound guard for the 
Titans, suddenly looked and act- 
ed singularly tired. The 24- 
year-old offensive lineman had 
played smart, hard ball; but just 
after the start of the second half, 
he, seemed befuddled. Glenn was 
sent to the locker room to rest. 
He lay down for a bit; got up 
and took a belligerent poke at 
ah attendant: and then — passed 
out. He died at Hermann Hospi- 
tal in Houston two hours after 
injury, and the autopsy showed 
he had a broken neck. 

Broken necks have been con- 
sidered a risk, but a remote one, 
in football. But since 1947 the 
proportion of injuries and fatal- 
ities blamed on damage to neck 
vertebras, even among. stocky 
players, has risen each year. In 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association two neuro- 
surgeons and two coaches from 
the University of Michigan put 


the-prame™-for _ this ..increase 


squarely on a device which “4s 
supposed to protect football play- 
ers: The: tough plastic helmet, 
with its face guard projecting 


probably crushed his vertebras, 
and. his flare-up in the locker 
room may have severed his 
spinal cord. in professional foot- 
ball a player may be tackled by 
his face guard. But in college 
ball, this isn’t legal. 


Drs. Schneider and Reifel and 
Crisler and Oosterbaan strongly 
recommended a radical redesign 
of the helmet. They suggest that 
a chin strap be developed which 
releases under certain pressures, 
and they recommend that the 
back edge of the helmet have a 
flange of sponge rubber to re- 
duce the .striking force on the 
neck vertebras. Most controver- 
sially, they disapprove heartily 
of the protective face guard, a 
single or double bar of plastic, 
which in some states (like Michi- 
gan) is mandatory for high- 
schoo]. players. 

But if gridsters insist on k 
ing their masks, the Michi: 
experts believe that the bis 
should be shortened so it doesn't 
stick out so far in front of the 
player’s face. This would make 
it less handy to a tackling play- 
er’s hand, and would cut down 
on the amount of leverage dur- 
ing a backward thrust. As a 
bonus, it would improve visibil- 
ity (the present bar, sticking out 
314 inches, cuts vision by one- 
third. 

The Michigan men aren’t alone 
in condemning present helmets. 
For the past year and a half, 
Frank J. Cavanaugh, head train- 
er of the Cornel] University 
team, has been’ working on a 
helmet which is/nigher in back 


‘-to prevent ngck injuries and

Perhaps this is a holdover from 
the days of wartime and post- 
war shortages. But it suggests 
a certain lethargy in production 
and merchandising .that Britain 
may not be able to afford when 
it finds itself in full competi- 
tion with the European Com- 
mon Market group. 

The theory seems to be that 
it is preferable to be sold out 
\waile demand still is brisk than 

hy be left with some unsold 
items on the shelf. For a tight- 
knit country, carefully balanc- 
ing its imports and exports, this 
doubtless is less wasteful’ than 
the American system of produc- 
ing to. the upper limits of de- 
mand—and a bit more. 

One thing you can say for the 
British searcity system is that 
when you do obtain the desired 
car, house, bowling alley, or 
football boots, you appreciate it 
that much more.

Passing Of A 
Great Spycatcher 

The “refugee” wore a gray 
suit, carried a light suitcase and 
_ presented papers that were all 
in order. Persuasive and charm- 
ing, he explained that he had 
excaped from occupied France 
into Spain where his first over- 
night stop was at the Hotel Con- 
tinental in Barcelona. 

“Splendid hotel,” said the Bri- 
tish intelligence officer who was 

him. “Did you enjoy 

the food?” 


“I got there too late for din- 
ner,” was the reply. “It was 10 
o'clock.” . 

That was the end of the re- 
fugee’s persuasiveness. His in- 
terrogator knew that he was 
lying because the Continental's 


restaurant stays open until mid- . 


night. 

‘For Col. Oreste Pinto, the mas- 
ter spycatcher of World War II, 
this was an easy case, but it did 
emphasize one of his many tal- 
ents: An encyclopedic knowledge 
of the hotels, buildings, and 
streets, of every major Euro- 
pean city. 

With this knowledge, Pinto 
cornbined complete mastery of 
: gix languages and a working 
knowledge of seven others, in- 
cluding Swahili. He also had a 
memory so phenomenal that 
after 50 years he could still re- 
cite a long. list of telephone 
numbers that his father kept in 
the Pintos’ original home in the 
Netherlands. r 

Pinto was a natural for the 
shadowy world of espionage, 
which he entered while a stu- 
dent in Paris during World ‘War 
L. Hired by the Deuxiéme Bur- 
eau, he went to Germany, posed 
as a tobacco salesman and sent 
out messages on tobacco wrap- 
pers. 

In World War Ul, the British 
asked Pinto to set up a special 
interrogation center to screen 
out spies from among the thou- 
sands of refugees pouring into 
Britain. Seven of those he caught 
were executed. One of them held 
out for thirteen days but was 
finally trapped after Pinto, go- 
ing through a huge dictionary 
page by page, came upon a clue. 
Pinpricks had been made under 
certain letters on different pages. 
Put together the letter spelled 
out the names of the spy’s con- 


Pinto made his biggest single 
haul shortly before the Germans 
planned to invade England in 
“Operation Sealion.” Tipped off, 
he and twelve men lay in wait 
on the coast for a submarine 
bringing four top German spies. 
Three were nabbed promptly but 
the fourth disappeared in the 
dark and almost got away the 
next morning by joining up with 
those who were looking for him. 

The spycatcher’s most specta- 
cular catch occurred after the 
Allied landings in Europe when 
Pinto joined the -Free Dutch 
ounterespionage ser vice. He 
named their famous resistance 
leader, Christian (King Korg) 
Lindemans as “the traitor of 
Arnhem.” Lindemans — accord- 
ing to Pinto — gave the-Germans 
advance notice of the British 
army’s ill-fated (7,000 casualties) 
paratrooper drop at Arnhem in 
1944. For this work, Pinto drew 
praise from Gen, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower as “the greatest liv- 
ing expert on security” but be- 
fore the charge could be fully 
proven the “traitor” committed 
suicide in a prison hospital. 

After the war, Pinto moved to 
England and wrote four books 
about his adventures (“Spycatch- 
er,” “Spycatcher Two,” Spy- 
catcher Three,” “Friend or Foe.”) 
Turned into a TV series, they 
made their author a national fig- 
ure. But Pinto continued to live 
quietly until taken recently to 
Westminster hospital. There last 
month. he died, at t

Though 
commended in some quarters 
for his courage in the face of 
criticism that was sure to come, 
owner Dan Topping aroused the 
ire of the entire nation when he 
handed Casey his walking pa- 
pers.

work to formal, long-dress par- 
ties. 

Here, isolation tends to fire 
rather than dampen their enthu- 
siasm. And their aims, as DMS 
expresses them: “To contribute 
to the betterment of the com- 
munity and to enjoy friendship 
with each other, having no 
regard to racial, religious, or po- 
litical prejudices.”

The year was 1917 and a fe- 
verish wartime gaiety reigned 
in New York City.

Hearst. But the relationship be- 
tween them lasted for 32 years 
in the course of which the pub- 
lisher heaped upon the chorus 
girl an opulence of gifts — in- 
cluding movie stardom — such 
as bedazzled few if any of his- 
tory’s famous mistresses. He 
built her a fabuolus mansion all 
her own. His gifts ran into mil- 
lions — and in later years, when 
Hearst was in deep financial 
trouble, and when no bank 
would touch him, she loaned him 
back a cool million without note 
or interest. Other millions she 


‘showered on charities. 


She was the daughter of an 
obscure New York politician, one 
Bernard J. Douras, who rose to 
police magistrate (and was ever 
after described in the Hearst 
press, by order, as Judge Dour- 
as). Brought up in Brooklyn with 
four sisters, she left a convent 


school for the stage while still: 


in her mid-teens. Her first big 
break came from Ziegfeld. Her 
second came from Hearst .and 
she never needed another. 


Hearst sailed Marion into the 
movies under all the billowing 
canvas of his newspaper -chain. 
Her first starring picture, a mild 
domestic drama called “Cecilia 
of- the Pink Roses,” appeared in 
the summer of 1918. Hearst cri- 
tics hailed her with adjectives 
that might have made even 
Sarah Bernhardt blush. Other

ranks. When talkies came, many 
thought that Marion’s stutter — 
part of her off-screen charm — 
would be her downfall. But she 
went on to make half a dozen 
more pictures, “Page Miss 


Glory” and “Cain and “Mabel”: 


being among the last. 

All this while she was play- 
ing chatelaine to Hearst at fabu- 
lous San Simeon, his estate of 
some 400 square miles near Los 
Angeles. Among their guests, 
who often sat 40 strong with the 
gold plate and the paper napkins, 
were Bernard Shaw and Winston 
Churchill. The talk was good — 
but in later years, two topics 
were taboo. One was liquor, of 
which Hearst disapproved and of 
which Marion — it was no secret 
— was growing increasingly 
fond. The other was death of 
which Hearst was growing im- 
creasingly fearful. 

Hearst died in the summer of 
1951. It was in another home he 
shared with Marion in Beverly 
Hills. She had been sitting with 
him most of the night but had 
finally gone to bed. When she 
awoke, Hearst’s bedroom was 
empty. Two of his sons had 
come with an undertaker and re- 
moved the body. 

“I asked where he was, Mar 
ion said afterward, “and the 
nurse said he. was dead. He was 
gone, whoosh, like that. Old 
W.R. was gone, the boys were 
gone, I was alone. Do you realize 
what they did? They stoe a 
possession of mine. He belonged 
to me. I loved him for 32 years 
and now k2 was gone. I couldn't 
even say gocd-by.” 

She was not invited to the 
funeral. 

Two months later, Marion was 
married for the first time, to 
a hell-for-leather sea captain 
named Horace G. Brown Jr. 
some years younger than she, 
and poorer (Marion’s wealth 
was then estimated at $10 mil- 
lion). “Hossie Wossie,” she called 


And though many old friends 
drifted away, others remained 
close, among them Josepn’ P. 
Kennedy, the President’s father. 
Whén it became known last 


‘spring. that Marion was suffer- 


ing from a serious cancer condi- 
tion, the senior Kennedy sent 
three doctors of his personal 
choosing to attend her. 

Last month, in Hollywood's 
Cedars of Lebanon Hospital, 
Marion. Davies died. Horace 
Brown was at her bedside. But 
the shadow in the room was that 
of the man — her lover for 32 
years — who had gone ten years 
before to the death that he fear- 
ed so much more than she. —

Smelly Auto Fumes 
Under Attack 


New York state and city offi-. 


cials are moving to control auto- 
mobile fumes after Detroit car 
manufacturers have declined re- 
quests for control devices in new 
cars. 


Orders have been given for 
testing three types of crankcase 
fume-control devices in 50 city 
and 30 state government cars 
within the next two or three 
months. 


If these tests are satisfactory, 
administrative or legislative ac- 
tion is expected to be taken to 
make installation of. such de- 
vices mandatory in all new cars, 
both government-owned and pri- 
vate, a New York City Air Pollu- 
tion Department spokesman said. 


Experts regard fumes escap- 
ing from various openings of 
automobiles as the only major 
source of air pollution. that has 
not been brought under: at least 
partial control. 

The outlook for an all-out at- 
tack on this problem has been 
strengthened by a recent warn- 
ing of Secretary Abraham A. 
Ribicoff of the United States 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare to American 
car manufacturers. 

Mr. Ribicoff said unless car 
makers pledge by Jan. 1, 1962, to 
install crankcase fume-control 
equipment in all new cars, he 
will seek to compel such a step 
by legislation. ’ 

Crankcase contro! or “blow-by” 
devices as they are called here, 
attack the fumes escaping from 
cylinders down into the crank- 
case and from there into the air. 
These fumes, consisting mostly 
f unburned gasoline, account 
fog 30 per cent of pollution from 
automobiles. 

The other 70 per cent comes 
from the exhaust pipes and fuel 
tanks. No similarly effective 
controls have been developed for 
them so far, city officials point 
out. 

But crankcase fumes are an 
important star, officials say. 

“Blow-by” devices costing as 
little as $5 are available for all 
new cars, but few owners have 
bothered to install these so far. 

Within the past. several, weeks, 
the ‘General Services Adminis- 
tration ordered installation of 
these controls in all its new non- 
military cars. Sen. Maurine B. 
Neuberger was quoted as saying 
that the United States Army had 
agreed to issue a similar order. 

Official’ county cars in Lon 
Angeles, the United States city 
most seriously affected by air 
pollution, will also carry this 
equipment soon, writes Freder- 
ick W. Roevecamp in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

Recent appeals to car manu- 
facturers from Senator Neuber- 
ger and from Arthur J. Benline, 
commissioner of the Department 
of Air Pollution Control of New 
York City to make installation 
of “blow-by” devices mandatory, 
have been answered by the com- 
panies on the grounds of “main- 
tenance costs.” i 

Installation of such devices 
would mean “imposing burden- 
some service and maintenance 
requirements” On car: . buyers, 
John Dykstra, president of the 
Ford Motor Company replied 
recently in a letter to Mr. Ben- 
line which was made public here 

Car makers generally have 
emphasized that the devices are 
available for all new cars as 
an “optional” item. At the same 
time, they have argued against 
its usefulness on the basis that 


climates in other cities might dif 
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fer from Los Ahgeles so as to 
make the devices less effective. 

Kenneth Kowald, secretary of 
the city’s Pollution Control De- 
partment, suggested that the 
manufacturers might prefer com- 
pulsory legislation. has 

While the “blow-by” devices 
are inexpensive, equipment to 
be developed for controlling ex- 
haust and tank fumes might run 
to anywhere from $50 to $150 a 
ear, an item which manufactur- 
ers might not want to add volun- 
tarily to their production ex- 
penses, he said. 


Apes Make Monkeys 
Out Of Humans 


Add to such trouble spots as 
Berlin, Damascus, Katanga, and 
Vietnam the name of Kyushu, 
the subtropical, southernmost 
main island of Japan. There, an- 
other war — running both hot 
and cold — was under way last 
month, and as usual, the good 
guys were losing. 

The “good guys” were hun- 
dreds of Japanese settlers trying 
to carve out homesteads in Kyu- 
shu’s jungles. The “bad guys” 
were the island’s apes who liter- 
ally were making monkeys out 
of the human “invaders.” 


Widely reported in the Japan- 
ese press and confirmed by 
NEWSWEEK’S skeptical Tokyo 
bureau in conversations with the 
embattled farmers, the “war” 
centered around the village of 
Kayagadan, where half the set- 
tlers already have been driven 
out. “The monkeys are smart, 
as smart as we are,” farmer Mi- 
tsuru Takahama said. “Our only 
consolation is that they haven't 
attacked us physically.” 

What the monkeys have done 
is to make life almost unbear- 
able by raiding the farmers’ 
crops under the leadership of 
a light-coloured monkey which 
the villagers have named Taisho 
Shirozaru (Gen. White Mon- 
key). Each day, the villagers 
say, “the Géneral” holds “a cen- 
tral committee meeting” with 
other leading monkeys; then, in 
disciplined waves, the “troops” 
move out, usually during the 
field hands’ noontime rest period 
or at midnight under a full 
moon. 


It is an amazing sight,. Taka- 
hama reported. Sometimes the 
monkeys spread out over a field 
of yams and pass them along 
hand to hard in a simian bucket 
brigade. They also maintain an 
alarm system, with a couple of 
monkeys screeching from a tree- 
top when a farmer comes near. 
For the occasional dumb mon- 
key who gets caught in a trap, 


the monkeys even operate a 
“reseue team” which tears the 
trap apart. 

Defense tactics are handicap- 
ped by a law which prohibits 


the killing of monkeys and by 
the villagers’ own superstition 
that causing harm to the apes

is’ unlucky. The farmers did 
bring in dogs as reinforcements 
to frighten the monkeys away. 
But after being harassed for a 
few weeks, the dogs went over 
to the enemy. Now, says Taka- 
hama, they only snarl at their 
masters. 


Estimates vary on the amount 
of food the monkeys have ga- 
thered in during this year’s har- 
vest but obviously it has been 
more than they could eat. Per- 
haps, the villagers say, the mon- 
keys have some inside informa- 
tion on the nuclear arms race 
and are stockpiling ~— just in 
case. 


Men’‘s Moustaches 
Give Them Away 


A man’s personality can be re- 
vealed by his moustache, says @ 
mental health expert. Major 
Geoffrey. Peberdy, former Bri- 
tish army psychiatrist and now 
on the staff of Newcastle Gen- 
eral Hospital, recently made a 


study of 400 moustached appli- 


eants for officer training. 

He divided up the applicants 
by the type of moustache they 
sported: trimmed (short hairs 
over entire upper lip), bushy, 
toothbrush, hairline and divided. 


The pass rate for trimmed, . 


bushy, hairline and divided 
types was an average twenty- 
three per cent — about the same 
as for clean-shaven men. But 
strangely enough, not a single 
man with a toothbrush mous- 
tache passed. 


Peberdy could hardly believe 
this at first. So he persuaded a 
fellow psychiatrist to arrange 
another .test at an army base. 
And again, to his astonishment, 
‘not a single toothbrush mous- 
tache owner passed. 


Studying the selection boards 
reports on toothbrush candidates, 
Peberdy discovered a significant 
pattern. 


The boards said that in general 
they were “too limited in imagin- 
ation, too little appreciative of 
the views of others and liable 
to create rather than disperse 
interpersonal tensions.” 


The character of these candi- 
dates, said the reports, tended 
to resemble their moustaches 
“faintly rebellious, energetic but 
prickly, precise to a fault, disci- 
plining to near-ruthlessness and 
disciplined to near self-mutila- 
tion.” 


Major Peberdy added, judici- 
ously that “the cut of a man’s 
moustache coufd, of course, 
never -be of influence in seiect- 
ing candidates.” But he made the 
toothbrush owners wonder just 
the same. 

Scientists. studying moustache 
psychology have given many 
Other explanations. Moustaches, 
they say, are tell-tale signs of 
political conservatism, or father 
worship, emblems of confident 
nonconformity, or “epigraphic 
adornments designed to win 
mates, like. phosphorescence in 
fireflies.” 

Many women find a mous- 
tached man exceptionally roman- 
tic. “A kiss without a moustache 
is like an egg without salt,” runs 
an old Spanish saying. 

Women have long believed in 
the idea: — unsupported by me- 
dical evidence — that a mous- 
tache indicates virility. 

This is probably because na- 
tional leaders have frequently 
worn moustaches. Would Kaiser 
Wilhelm, Hitler and Stalin have 
risen to such ruthless’ heights 
without a hirsute facial adorn- 
ment? 


Home-Town Honors 
For Jack Benny 


By far the best-known product 
of Waukegan, Ill. (population: 
55,719), is tightwad-typed come- 
dian Jack Benny. Last month, to 
show its gratitude to Benny for 
putting his birthplace on the map 
and for donating handsomely 
to the city’s civic and charitable 
causes — Waukegan summonded 
the prodigal home for the dedi- 
cation of a new school. Its name: 
Jack Benny Junior High School: 
The school’s 450 students even 
voted to memorialize Benny's 
perpetual show-business age by 
dubbing their teams the Thirty-
